While there are many small observ 
ances of the rules of society, some

When the Balkan states had expelled 
the Turk and were anxious lest the 
powers should intervene and indict 
their ancient enemies upon them the 
two powers most able to help or harm 
them were Germany and Russia.

Each was m ade a b rig a d ie r general 
in the re g u la r arm y. 
M eade w as not a g re a t soldier in 
the sense th a t Lee and G ra n t were 
g re a t soldiers, but he never received 
the full m easure of credit due him for 
fighting the decisive b attle of the w ar. 
L in co ln 's 
d isa p p o in tm e n t 
o v e r 
M eade's stra n g e failure to follow up 
his victory con trib u ted much to w ard 
this end. 
The jealou sy of H o o k e r’ s 
friends was also an element, and so 
was the activity of Sickles' frien ds, 
who were intent on sav in g th a t corp s 
com m ander from well-deserved cen­ 
sure for his failu re to obey M e a d e ’s 
orders.

Colquitt Makes Call. 


Austin, July 7.—Governor Colquitt 
today issued a call for«the legislature 
to convene in special session July 21, 
naming in the proclamation 
only 
three pieces of legislature to be con­ 
sidered, but reserving tile right in the 
final paragraph of the proclamation 
to present other matters. 
The call. according- to the procla­ 
mation, is justified by the failure of 
the legislature at its regular session 
to make an appropriation for 
the 
support of the state government. 
The passing of such an appropria­ 
tion Governor Colquitt names first 
among the objects of the special ses­ 
sion. 
Second, he puts passage of the 
law providing for the direct election 
of senators, and, third, amendment 
of the law governing the management 
and control oT 
t h e 
penitentiary 
system. 
The proclamation follows: 
“ Whereas, the Thirty-third legisla­ 
ture adjourned the regular session 
thereof without making appropriation 
for the support of the state govern­ 
ment. asjprovided by the constitution 
shall be done. 
“ Now therefore, tile failure of the 
legislature to (lass such such appro­ 
priation bill creates an extraordinary 
occasion, justifying the governor to 
convene the legislature in extra ses­ 
sion, and I do hereby call the same 
to convene in the capitol in the city 
of Austin, beginning at^lO o ’clock a. 
rn., Monday, July 21, 1813, for the 
following purposes, to wit: 
“ I 
To make appropriations for 
the support of Hie state government 
and its institutions, and the repair, 
restoration and erection of necessary 
public buildings, for the fiscal years 
beginning Sept. I, 1913, and ending 
Aug 31, 1915. 
“ 2. 
To pass a law providing for 
and regulating the election of United 
States senators from Texas by the 
people thereof, as provided shall be 
done hereafter by an amendment to 
Section 3 of Article I of the constitu­ 
tion of the United States recently de­ 
clared ratified and adopted by three- 
fourths of the states in the Union. 
“ 3. 
To revise and amend the pro­ 
visions of the new law now governing 
the management and control of the 
penitentiary system as embraced in 
Chapter lo, Acts of the Fourth Called 
Session of the Thirty-first legislature. 
“ 4.

Inside the Bastion. 
The Sixth Connecticut and the Forty- 
eighth New York belonged to Strong’s 
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brigade 
It was 8 o’clock and fully 
dark Alien the assailants to the num­ 
ber ol Tot' or 8(1) entered the bastion 
This was tit tee u minutes after Shaw 
was killed on the walls. 
One of the 
700, Private A. J. Palmer of the Forty- 
eighth, said that when the column 
reached the ditch the parapets were 
alive with Confederates, who fired mus­ 
kets and cannon “straight in our faces.’’ 
yelling with every volley and discharge. 
Many fell, but the survivors climbed 
the first bank step by step with swords 
drawn and bayonets fixed. 
Without 
firing a shot they drove the garrison 
back, captured their guns and mag a 
zincs and stood triumphant upon the 
parapet of the strongest bastion of the 
work. 
Strong was mortally wounded. Some 
of his wounded men made their waj 
back and carried messages to Genera! 
Seymour to semi aid to hold the bas­ 
tion. 
Seymour ordered Putnam’s bri­ 
gade forward. 
In the darkness this 
column assaulted the very point al­ 
ready held by Strong’s men. 


courage aroused almost to madness, 
poured from the ramparts and embra­ 
sures sheets of flame and a tempest of 
lead and iron, yet the intrepid assail­ 
ants rushed like the waves of the sea 
by whose shores they fought. 
They 
fell by hundreds, but they pushed on, 
reeling under the frightful blasts that 
almost blew them to pieces, up to the 
Confederate bayonets.” 
For the Federals who had gained ac­ 
cess to the bastion there was little 
chance to escape alive. 
It was certain 
death to attempt to pass the line of 
concentrated fire which swept the face 
of the work, and they did not attempt 
it. but would not surrender, 
in sheer 
despair a few kept up a constant fire 
upon the main body of the fait. 
At last. after three hours of th- 
terrible? work. General Ta ha terr-•

for volunteers from among th- . • rn <•» 
to dislodge the assailants. 
One of 
crack companie s of the Chark-■

talion. led by Captain W. II. , 
spontled. 
The tablas had now 
barly turned, for the assailants becall e 
the assailed, and they held a fort with­ 
in a fort. 
Ryan rushed upon them, 
but was instantly killed, and his men 
recoiled. 


The Last Stand Useless. 
The historian of the Forty-eighth 
New York was in at the finish, which 
he described as follows: 
“The ground within that salient was 
piled with dead and dying; the wound­ 
ed cried for help; our numbers bad 
been greatly reduced by the fire and 
the retirement, one at a time, of those 
who thought the attempt to hold on 
was folly. 
There still remained 140 
men, mainly of the Sixth Connecticut 
and Forty-eighth New York, although 
there was hardly a regiment which 
participated in the assault some of 
whose men did not join that stalwart 
company who defended the bastion to 
the last.” 
Finally about midnight the Confed­ 
erates by a sudden rush from front, 
flanks and rear overwhelmed them. 
The historian quoted estimated at 
700 or SOO the men who forced their 
way into the bastion, that 400 or GOO 
fell there, that IOO or 200 succeeded in 
escaping back to their own lines after 
they became convinced of the lolly of 
holding ou. Ile stated that 140 of those 
who persisted In holding what they had 
taken at such terrible cost were after 
three or four hours of desperate fight­ 
ing actually overpowered ■ 
re they 
surrendered. 


The Scene of Carnage. 


The narrative before juoteP from a 
Confederate eyewitness correl, mates 
the Federal writer. 
It says: “The his­ 
tory of war. rife with terrible conflicts, 
can show no more terrific strife than 
this. 
Wearily the dark hours passed, 
and Sabbath morning dawned over the 
sand hills, and every detail of the scene 
was brought out in boid relief. 
Men 
lay in every possible attitude, with 
every conceivable-expression on thetr 
countenances, their limbs bent in un­ 
natural shapes toy a la ll 
’thirty feet 
“In the salient, on the ramparts, they 
lay heaped up, often three deep. Con­ 
spicuous among them -was a tall, su­ 
perbly formed man, an officer, whose 
calm features, only the more clea r ly 
cut by the chisel of death, gazed to­ 
ward the cloudless sky—a breathless 
Apollo. 
This was Colonel Putnam of 
the Seventh New Hampshire. 
“Although, terrible to relate, the en 
tire back of his head had been blown 
off, the wonderful beauty of the fact 
remained unshadowed, evoking from 
his foes a sigh of pity. 
On the crest 
surrounded by a few—a very few—o! 
his sable troops, at the foot of the fla^. 
he vainly had planted, was the body OI 
Colonel 
Shaw. 
One 
would 
have 
thought at a cursory glance that ii 
was the body of a mere boy.” 
The Forty-eighth New York carried 
into the fight 516 officers and men. Its 
death roll was 85, wounded 112, prison 
ers in the bastion 73. The loss in tho 
Sixth Connecticut was lo killed, 77 
wounded

Repinning of anti-draft riots In New 
York an't Boston .July 13. 
'n New 
York buildings were fired. 
Federal

stunning reverse at Gettysburg toward 
the Potomac lessened the chances of 
disaster to his battered ranks iii case 
the Federals should attack the retreat­ 
ing column.
